Battle May Have Been Fought. | 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
LONDON, April 23, 5 a. m.—It is quite 


probable that by this time General Sir 


‘Henry Rundle has fought a decisive battle 
with the Boers. He intrenched himself on 
Saturday to await the arrival of General 
Campbell with the Sixteenth Brigade. That 
commander arrived on Saturday eveni 
and news may, therefore, be expected at 
moment. 

It is still impossible to ascertain the posi- 
tion of affairs at Bloemfontein or to learn 


when the long expected advance northward }- 


will begin. The dispatches conflict regarding 
the state of the preparations. 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Daily. Chronicle says that the troops have 
been supplied with winter clothing and that 
the Modder River has fallen sufficiently 


to permit cavalry to cross. The Standard's 


representative says almost the exact oppo- 
site. Present indications, however, point. 
to still further delay. 

Without attaching undue importance to 
the stories from Lourenzo Marquez con- 
cerning the strength of the Boer forces, it 
would almost seem that the former esti- 


mates of 30,000 were rather low. 


Plans Kept Well Covered. 


During the last few days there has been a 
renewal of Boer activity in all parts of the 
theater of war. The tenacity of the enemy 
around Colonel Dalgety proves that consid- 
erable forces are still there. Lord Roberts 
has ordered Lord Methuen to retire from 
Boshot, probably for the same reason, The 
Presence of a Boer force at Frankfort looks 
Une an intention to endeavor to cut off 
Methuen, who may next be heard of as re- 
tiring upon Kimberley.

FORGES BONDS 


POLICE ARREST DE 


‘MONTREAL REQUEST. 


Big Bundle of Blank Securities in the 
Prisoner’s Possession Recently 
Shipped from Cincinnati—Extradl- 
. tion Papers Said to Be on the War- 

man Captured at Annex—He Scouts 

_ the Charge, Claiming to Be Ex-Em- 

vile of the Russian Government. 


Le Comte de Toulouse Lautrec, who claims 
to be a close friend of the Prince of Wales 
and of members‘ of the Russian and French 
nobility, was arrested yesterday afternoon 
at the Auditorium Annex and locked up in 
the Harrison Street Police Station on a 
charge made by Canadian authorities of 
forging bonds. A meseage from the Chief 
of Police at Montreal stated that several 
Danks in that city had been defrauded 
out of large sums of money by accepting 
bogus Bonds offered by Lautrec. The Count 
denies the charge, and says that he never 
has ‘been in Montreal. In his possession 


were found blank bonds of several Ohio, 


and Mexican towns. 

The Count and his wife, who i 000 to 
be a daughter of the wealthy Countess d’In- 
freville of Paris, have been stopping in 
Chicago with V. A. Abell, secretary of the 
Russian Consul. Their mail, however, they 
have received at the Auditorium Annex, 
and yesterday, when they visited the hos- 
telry at 1 p. m. to inquire for their letters, 
Detectives Herman, Walsh, and Maronde 
took the man into custody. '

Tells of Many Adventures. 
. The Count is 45 years of age and of a tall, 
muscular dulld. His eye is bright and fairly 
darices with animation as he ‘recalls the 


‘he was born in a village near Moscow, Rus- 
sia, and when a boy was sent to St. Peters- 
burg for his education. His father owned 
extensive estates, he says‘ in different parts 
of the Russian Empire. His family fied from 
France during the revolution. When of age 
he entered the Czar’s army and became Cap- 
tain of the Imperial Horse Guards. He says 
he led his regiment through the Crimean 
war and was wounded twice at Plevna. 

When the trans-Siberian railway was 
begun he says he was appointed one of the 
civil engineers and assigned to the section 
of the road ending at Viadivostock. The 
degree of civil engineer, the Count says, he 
Vienna: 
Bight years ago while engaged in the com- 
pletion of his section of the railway he 
made his first visit to the United States and 
to Chicago for the purchase of supplies of 
steel and tools. He stopped at that time at 
the Auditorium. Since then he has been in 
the city many times, he says, stopping usual- 
ly with private families. 

Becoming interested in American en- 
gineering feats, he says, he left Russia and 
decided to make his home in America. He 
became agent of the Baldwin locomotive 
works of Philadelphia for Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and wegen and made several trips to those 
places in the interest of his business. 


His Mahogany Land in Guba. 
Throughout the Cuban struggle for inde- 
pendence, he says, he served with Gomez, 
and incidentally bought 27,000 acres of ma- 
hogany lands as a speculation. The ma- 
hogany, he says, he intends to sell to foreign 
furniture makers. 

While in London six months ago he was 
married to Mile. d’Infreville, whom he had 
met years before in Paris. Her mother, he 
says, is worth 5,000,000 francs. 

The Count declares that he has never been 
in Canada, and that he came to Chicago a 
week ago directly from Philadelphia, where 
he had made arrangements to take a con- 
signment of railroad supplies to Mexico. The 
blank bonds he explained as part of his spec- 
ulative schemes. He wished to become fa- 
miliar with the kind of bond issued by any 
company before investing his money.

GUARD THE CANAL DYNAMITERS 


Two Hundred Deputies in Canada to 


N. T., April 22.—[Special.]—Twaq 
hundred deputies were sworn in at Clifton, 
Ont., tonight to prevent the rescue by 
scoopers of the three men who are charged 


while attempting to destroy lock No. 24 


on the Welland Canal by dynamite. A re- 
port was current that 400 of the scoopers, 
mostly from Buffalo, had organized to at- 
tempt the rescue. Chief Youngs of the 
Dominion police did not credit the report, 
but to allay the fears of the people swore 
in the deputies. 

This morning a detachment of twenty-five 
men of the Forty-fourth Battalion were put 
on guard at the jail. Each man was served 
with ten rounds of ammunition and a rifle. 

The damage to lock No. 24 was not seri- 


ous enough to delay the opening of naviga- 


tion, The new gates will be put in, but this 
will require only two days. Had the lock 


| gates been blown out, as the dynamiters in- 


tended, the whole upper level, a mile long, 
would have flooded through and destroyed 


the lower levels of the canal. 


The dynamite was placed at about the 
center of the lock, which is 270 feet long. It 
was in two parcels, each package containing 
eight sticks, and was discharged by bat- 
teries. The wires, were found, but the dyna- 
miters made away with the batteries. 

The three men under arrest had been 
loitering around the locks all afternoon, 
and have been identified by two canal em- 


ployés who saw them running away. 


It wae believed in Welland and in Clifton 
tonight that the dynamiting was the work 
of Buffalo scoopera who wanted te prevent 
Contractor Connors from diverting the grain 
trade to Montreal. Mr. Connors, who had 
the contract last year for handling all grain 
at Buffalo, has under development a scheme” 
to handle it at Montreal instead of Buffalo, 
and while this project cannot he put in 
operation this season he purposes to send 
as much grain as possible by way of Mon- 
treal this year. 

The Welland Canal being the connecticg | 
link between Lakes Erie and Ontario, the 
destruction of this waterway would abru 
ly terminate Mr. Connors’ calculations. 

So far, however, neither the police of Can- 
ada nor the United States have been able 
to connect the scoopers with the dynamiters.

child belongs first ta the state and after- 
ward to the parent, and on the un-American 
and socialistic theory that the state exists 
not by and for the citizen but the citizen for 
the state.

In conformity with his reputation for in- 
difference to conventionalities, the Earl car- 
ried his own traveling bags and walked from 
the Union Station to the Palmer House. 
The Earl and his bride obtained a suite of 
rooms on the parlor floor of the Palmer 
House. He refused to be interviewed. 
With his bride and her son, who is 23 years 
of age, the Earl will leave in a few days for 
London, regardless of theories of some pai 
e lawyers that the divorce is not d 

re. 


Countess Talks duardedly. 
When seen last night the Countess Russell 


refused to say anything about charges that 


may be made against her husband. 

My husband has instructed me to say 
nothing about the charges,“ she said. We 
have had notoriety enough, and we havé 
decided that we will not say anything.“ 

Earl Russell, so the Countess stated, left 
the city last evening, but will return today. 
She does not know where he is at present. 

The Countess is rather short and stout. 
She shows her Celtic nativity by her brown 
hair, blue eyes, and ruddy~complexioh. She: 
is apparently some years older than her hus- 
band. When she and the Earl stopped in 
Denver on their way East they gave the 
following interview: 

“* Some of the newspapers have not treated.

Four years later 
same petition resulted in the defendant's be- 
ing granted a judicial separation, but finally 


the Court of Appeals refused relief to both 


parties. 

The present Countess Russell is 40 years 
old and is sa d not to be wealthy. Lady Scott 
said she and her daughter knew the Earl had 
been in America a year. The Bari and Mra 
Cooke arrived in Reno, Ney., from Glen- 
brook, Nev., a small summer resort on the 
shore of Lake Tahoe, on April 14. The same 
day a marriage license was to them. . 
They were married the next day and began 
their trip East. . 

How the Earl could obtain a legal divorce — 
in the Nevada courts without the appear- 
ahce of his wife puzzled the first Countess” 
solicitor in London. The .statement was 
made that the decree would not be held valid 
by the English courts, and that on his re- 
turn to England the Earl might be put in an 
embarrassing position. 

Friends of the Earl in London were quoted. 
in a dispatch as saying: Lord Russell has 
decided that the continued separation from 
his wife has relieved him of all obligations. 
The years of litigation carried on in the 
English courts by the Couritess amounted 
to persecution, and the Earl decided on a 
trip to the United States, It is not probable 
that any charges will be made.

But this, besides 
being in a sense a prison, is wholly thade- | 
quate to care for a sufficient number of 
children as they should be cared for. What 
‘is needed in Illinois is a home, a farm with 
cottages, someth after the model of the 
school in Pennsylvania. He urged work to 
the end of providing such a home.

| Barly Career of Adventure and . 


Fortune in the Far West Ends in 
Keeping a Cigar Stand in the Ven- 
sion Office at the National Capital— 
Was Accorded the Privilege by 
General John C. Black—Was 
Pedigree. 


ashington, D. C., April 22.—[ } 
With the death of Colonel Ebenezer Bur 
Ball, which occurred last Thursday, there 
passed away the nearest relative of George 
Washington, and one of the most familiar 
figures of the capital. Though the govern- 
ment which should have honored him and 
made him a pensioner of a grateful nation 
left him to earn his daily bread through the 
ordinary channels of life, it was his fate 
to spend many of his last years in one of the 
most beautiful spots belonging to the gov- 
ernment. This wonderful old man, when de- 
nied a position under the government in- 
stituted and designed by his illustrious kins- 
man, was allowed, through the courtesy of 
Commissioner of Pensions John C. Black, to 
open a cigar stand in the rotunda of the 
Pension office, where from the sale of cigars, 
tobacco, and souvenirs he could earn en ugh 
to keep him from want. 

The lofty dome of the Pension office filled 
his stand with sunlight the whole day 
through. A fountain fills the place with 
to the huge 
basin, where perfect models of two famous 
gunboats—the Merrimac and the Monitor— 
glide through its depths, A wilderness of 
great palms, some of th fifty years old, 
under which comfortable seats are arranged 
for the old soldiers, turns the scene into 
one of Arcadian loveliness. Here the old’ 
soldiers sit and visit, the blue smoke of 
their cigars and pipes floating up through 
the outspreading palms. 


Born in 1817. 


‘Colonel Ball was born at Ball’s Bluff, Va., 
His grandfather was Colonel 
Burgess Ball, who equipped and maintained 
a.regiment at his own expense during the 
revolution and who was a lifelong friend 
and correspondent of his cousin, General 
Washington, whom he survived only eighty- 
three days. 

Colonel Burgess Ball was a first cousin of 
Mary Ball, who was Washington’s mother. 
He married Frances Washington, the 
grandmother of the subject of this sketch 
and a niece of George Washington, making 
him twice related to his great kinsman. 
Judge Ball of Richmond, Va., whose widow 
was Vice Regent of the Mount Vernon as- 
sociation, was a brother to Colonel Ball. 
Since the death of Colonel Ebenezer Ball 
the nearest living relative to Washington 
is George Washington Ball of Georgetown, 
D. C., who was a cousin to the deceased. 

Colonel Ball was one of the picturesque 
personalities of this city. His personal re- 
semblance to George Washington was most 
marked, as may be seen from his portrait. 
The picture was taken in the uniform of 
the Continental Guards, of which organiza- 
tion Colonel Ball was an honorary member. 
It has been said the first President took 
his features from his mother’s family. 
Colonel Ball was a descendant of that side 
of the Washington house, and undoubtedly 
derived his fine characteristic face from - 
same blood source. 

History of His Life. 

| Shortly before his death Colonel Ball told 
the history of his life in- his characteristic 
way, in which he said: 

“I was born at Ball’s Bluff, near Lees- 
burg, Loudon County, Va., and lived on a 
farm with my mother until I was 26 years 
old, at which time I came to Washington. 
I became a clerk in the dry goods store of 
Bradley & Catlett on Market Space, re- 
mained here a short time, and then went to 
Missouri, where I spent six of the happiest 
years of my life. After that I was seized 
with the ‘gold fever’ and fitted up five 
wagons, with fivé yokes of oxen to each 
wagon, and taking several boys with me, 
who had been intrusted to my care by their 
parents, we started out for the gold fields. — 

J never reached the gold land, but 
stopped in Oregon, then mostly peopled by 
Indians. I went with the first company 
into the Rogue River Valley sand pitched 
my tent on Jackson Creek, where the town 
of Jackson now stands. Thé valley was 
swarming with hostile Indians, and we had 
to fight every inch of our way. One night 
beacon fires blazed upon every hill top 
throughout that region. It was the signal 
for the Rogue River war to commence, and 


ritory. That first night found us in a bad 
plight, for we had bartered away most of 
our guns and powder to the Indians. One 
of our companions volunteered, however, to 
run the blockade to the nearest town to 
bring relief. He secured aid and we were 
saved. I was in the war until it was closed 
and was employed in the * Seletry Reserva- 
tion,’ to which the Indians were removed. 


Ruined by Civil War. 

“ Then I started in the provision trade and 
made a great deal of money about the time 
of the civil war, but did not engage on either 
side. My mother needed my aid and pro- 
tection. The war left me a ruined men, 
both the union and confederate armies mak- 
ing frequent raids upon my property, for 
which I received no compensation. Conse- 
quently I was ruined and came to Wash- 
ington, engaged in the butter business, and 
falled. I tried to get the position of guardian 
of the Washington Monument with the in- 
dorsement of General Fitzhugh Lee and 
seventeen members of Congress, but failed. 
I next tried for a position as watchman in 
the Pension office, but there was no vacancy.’ 
I had nothing to depend upon until the kind- 
ness of Commissioner Black authorised me 
to establish the cigar stand.“

Chicago Egg Shippérs Complain of Re-

Chicago egg shippers of dis- 
crimination against them on the part of rail- 
roads and in favor of those who ship by way 
of St. Louis.

E. L. McAdams, Vice President of A N. 
Barber & Co., 229 South Water street, states 
that he has positive information that rates 


are being cut from the Missouri River points 


on eggs, to the great detriment of Chicago 
shippers, and that to the best of his infogma- 
tion railroads make a difference of half a 
cent a dozen in the freight. He declares 
that all Chicago people want is a fair show. 
If other railroads give rebates the Chicago 
lines ought to do the same thing, he argues. 

Chicago, local shippers say, is the greatest 
egg center in the world, with storage ca- 
pacity for 1,120,000 cases. The dealers 
threaten to make complaint to the Inter- 
state Commerce commission. 

officials of Chicago-Missouri River 
roads admit that the complaints of the egg- 
shippers are well founded and that efforts 
heretofore made by them to have the dis- 
crimination stopped have proved fruitless. 
The traffic manager of one road said it 
would do no good if the Chicago roads were 
to meet the rebates paid by other roads, be- 
cause the latter simply would pay larger 
rebates. The egg dealers of Chicago, he 
said, might stop the paying of rebates by 
combining to prosecute the roads that vio- 
late the Interstate Commerce law by paying 
them. 

The same traffic official said he had a talk 
recently with one of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioners regarding this matter, 
and the latter said the trouble was that the 
parties making such complaints were gen-

Lord Londesborough, whose death has just 
taken place, was one of the most popular 
and well-known members of the British 
aristocracy. Lord Albert Conyngham, his 
father, inherited the colossal fortune of his. 
mother’s brother, being forced to assume the 
latter’s name of Dennison and to invest a 
considerable portion of the money in landed 
property in Yorkshire. It isin this way that 
he became of . Londesborough 
Park, formerly the Yorkshire seat of the 
Dukes of Devonshire, but which was owned 
by George Hudson, the so-called “railroad 
king.“ when purchased by Lord Albert for 
the sum of half a million sterling. 
bert was converted into a peer of the realm 
under the name of Lord Londesborough in 
1850; and his son, the Lord Londesborough 
who has just died, was promoted to an Earl- 
dom at the time of the Queen’s first jubilee. 

The house at Londesborough Park is noth- 
ing to speak of, and is perhaps only note- 
worthy by reason of the fact that it wag 
there the Prince of Wales contracted the 
typhoid fever, to which he so nearly suc- 
cumbed thirty years ago. Lord Chesterfield, 
who had occupied the same suite of rooms as 
the Prince a couple of weeks previously, died 
of the disease, as did also the Prince’s favor- 
ite groom, who had accompanied his master 
to Londesborough Lodge. 

It was there, too, that on one memorable 
occasion the inimitable Joey Bibb, the clown, 
made up the Prince of Wales’ face as a 
clown, and that his Royal Highness, who 
was staying there with a party of men, went 
down to dinner in this curious getup. 

There were generally some theatrical peo- 
‘ple comprised in the house parties of the 
late Earl. For he was a munificent pa — N 


a member of the theatrical profession, the 
cluding Dion Boucicault. His drag at the

ney stud at Londesborough Park, the finest 
and largest stud farm of the kind in Eng- 


I may add that he was one of the numerous

The new Marchioness of Lon 
haa hitherto been known as Viscountess 
Rainocliffe, is a sister of the Hari of West- 
moreland, and was the subject of the sen- 
gational libel suit which led to the imprison- 
ment of the late Edmund Yates, proprietor 
and editor of the London World.

and by the gorgeousness of the hammer- 
cloth of his equipages. It was a matter of 
amused comment that his official salary as 
England's Envoy barely sufficed to pay the 
wages of his ancien eens French chef. 


Creppy was 3 a clerk\in the 
Foreign office, distinguished alike for his 
skill in leading cotillons and for his in- 
trepidity as a steeplechase rider. He got 
himself transferred to the diplomatic serv- 
ice, but nearly brought his diplomatic career 


and cap of a jockey and riding ane of 
Khedive Ismail’s horses in a steeplechase 
at Alexandria while holding the position of 
British Enyoy in Egypt.

KILLS FRIEND IN FRENZY. ] 


WILLIAM AYLWARD SLAYS WII 
LARKIN AND ATTACKS OTHERS. 


Makes a Vicious Assault with a Clasp 
Knife on Five Men Who Enter His 
Fishing Shack at  Fifty-fourth 

Street and the Lake Shore—Says He 
* Thought They Intended Harm—Was 


fils Victim’s Schoolmate—Had 


reled Last Week. 


In a frenzied assault on five men who 
entered his fishing shack at Fifty-fourth 
street and ‘the lake shore yesterday after- 
noon, and whom he accused, apparently 


without reason, of intending to injure him, 


William Aylward stabbed and killed his 
former schoolmate, William Larkin, and in- 
Norris, a boy 18 years old. Aylward was 
he stabbed Larkin in the neck, severing the 
j vein. Larkin died half an hour 
later at the Hyde Park Police Station. 

The five men who entered Ay! ward's house- 
boat fishing shack, just inside the break- 


nue; Thomas Norris, 722 Forty-ninth street; 
William J. Harrison, 8255 Lowe avenue; 
James Ryan, who lives in anther fishing 
shack near Aylward's; and John Clark, 3212 
Wallace street. After the stabbing Aylward 
gave himself up at the Hyde Park Station, 
and later the others were taken in custody 
to be held as witnesses pending an inquest. 
Conflicting stories are told by the parties. 
Aylward asserts that he was afraid Larkin 
and his companions intended him injury. 
The others make flat-footed denials and 
charge that Aylward was drunk and at- 
tacked them without * or provoca~ 


Two Quarreled Last Week. 


Aylward and Larkin, according to the 
former, had been acquaintances for many 
years, 


the nature of the controversy was the pris- 
oner refused to state. The statement that 
there had been trouble of some kind between 
the two is borne out by the testimony of 
Norris. 

Norris told the police that he and Larkin 


es, having met since the opening 
of the ishing season. They came together 
on the beach at Fifty-fourth street, he said, 
and entered Aylward’s shack about 1 
o'clock for no other purpose than to make 
a friendly visit. Ryan had eaten fish with 
Aylward earlier in the day.

By this time a crowd hed at the 
spot, but no. one offered to molest the mur- 
flerer, who walked steadily north until he 
reached Fifty-third street. Throwing his 
knife among some weeds in a vacant lot at 
the corner, Aylward went directly to the 


Hyde Park Police Station, three blocks | 


away. 
Gives Himself Up. 


He — 1 up to the desk and said to Desk 
Sergeant Hogan: 

I've just cut a man, and I thought I had 
better tell you about it.” 

Detectives Fay and Shea took him to a cell. 
Policemen Hays and Carmody went with a 
patrol wagon and took Larkin, who was un- 
conscious, to the station. Physicians were 
summoned, but in g few minutes he died. 

Within an hour all the occupants of the 
shack were in custody. Harrison and Clark 

Were arrested at their homes, Norris on the 
beach, and Ryan at Fifty-fifth street and 
Lake avenue. : 

Aylward lived in the shack with Patrick 
Sheehan, and they made their living by fish- 
ing and hunting. Larkin was a frequent 
visitor. He was a butcher, and was em- 
‘ployed at the Stock-Yards most of the time. 
Seven years ago he was a member of the 
South Park police force, but resigned. For 
two days Aylward had been drinking héav- 


Larkin left a widow, who resides with her 
parents at Thirty-seventh and Morgan 
streets. As he passed Harrison after the 
stabbing he said: Tell Nellie good-by for 
me, Billy. I’m done for.“ 

Larkin’s body was taken to Watkins’ un- 
dertaking establishment, Fifty-second street 
and Lake avenue, where the inquest will be 
held this morning. |
